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An annotated list is given of larvae, exuviae and newly hatched imagines 
pertaining to 19 gomphine species from Surinam, and additional descriptive 
notes and a fresh figure of the exuviae of D. tigrivenm are provided. 


INTRODUCTION 

The present report deals with a fragment of the large gomphine material 
preserved in the collections of the State Museum of Natural History (Rijks- 
museum van Natuurlijke Historie), Leyden, The Netherlands, brought together 
by Dr. D.C. Geijskes during his field work in Surinam (1938-1965). It has been 
my privilege to study and to place on record this (alcohol) material, which com¬ 
prises newly emerged imagines, exuviae, and immature and mature larvae, refer¬ 
able to 19 out of 35 gomphine species known from Surinam. 

Genera and species are listed in alphabetic sequence. Locality names are given 
in English, although on the original labels they are in Dutch. If not stated other¬ 
wise, the specimens have been collected by Dr. D.C. Geijskes.

Earlier 1 have published a figure of the larval cast-off skin of this species, ob¬ 
tained from a reared specimen (BELLE, 1970). The drawing was based on a dry 
specimen (deposited in the State Museum of Natural History, Leyden). It seems 
that due to this condition the skin did not exhibit the vestigial dorsal hooks on 
the abdominal segment 4, which are clearly visible in the present alcohol speci¬ 
men. The hooks of the double row are vestigial and mere dark spots on the seg¬ 
ments 4 and 5; they are well-developed and high on segments 6 and 7. Figure 1 
is an improved version of figure 53 in BELLE, 1970. 

On my request, Dr. D.C. Geijskes has generously presented the specimen to 
me. It is deposited now in the Florida State Collection of Arthropods, Gaines¬ 
ville, United States.
